Rumors That the Body is ina Bad

Alix, N. T., August 5.—The files of people 
which began passing the remains of General Grant 
in the Senate corridor at the Capftol, when the 
doors were first thrown open yesterday afternoon, | 
had not diminished at midnight. The solid tide of 
visitors entering from Washington avenue, split at 
the foot of the casket, and in two files streamed out 
through the State street portals, until 11 o'clock 
this morning. Showers fell, but the throng had 
been maintained without diminution, After 1 
o'clock the crowds lessened and at n o'clock the 
guards on duty beside the coffin began to relax and 
stand at ease After 2 o'clock the mumbers were 
less and less until at 4 o'clock the throng had sunk 
to a succession of stragziers. So few were there 
that more time was permitted to visitors to 
the remains. There was a comparative 
until 5 o’clock,when the stragglers were reinforced, 
and when it was 6 o’clock 51,200 people had viewed 
the remains and the solid tide was again flowing 
and the two streams of visitors were 

SURGING PAST THE CASKET. 

The line outside the Capitol building increased with 
the hours until at 10 o'clock, the people, four 
abreast, reached down Washington avenue a full 
block to where the coming throngs were formed in 
line by a strong force of police, At 10 o'clock it 
was estimated the remains were being viewed by 
100 persons a minute, and that up to that hour 
60,000 persens had seen the face of the dead Gen- 
eral. At the Executive mansion the sons of General 
Grant, with Drs. Douglas and Newman, break- 
fasted quietly with the Governor. The morning 
papers were-afterwards in silence by the 
petty, the voluminous sills calling forth ne 
comment from the sons, except among themselves. 
The day had dawned bright, and from the country- 
side farmers and their families had come in early 
to see the great dead. Trains east and west added 
their number of strangers, and the morning's boats 
brought many wore, 

THE NEW YORK OOMMITTEE. 

The committee of 100 proniiment citizens of New 
York City, appointed by Mayor Grace to-represent 
that city at Albany and accompany the remains 
from this city to New York, had arrived. Across 
the lapel of the black coat of each member of the 
committee is a white satin badge on the top of 
which are the words: “City of New York.” Under- 
neath are the arms of the city, and 
at the bottom “General Grant” The 
committee wore white hats with black 
bands.

MARSEILLES’ MISERY. 


The Great Alarm Caused by the 
Rapid Spread of Cholera. 


The Hospitals Filling Up—Great In- 
dignation Against the City Officials 
for Bungling Attempts at Conceal- 
ment—The Record of New Cases and 
Deaths. a

Lompon, August 5.—Between Saturday morning 
and Monday night four dispatches for me, revesl- 
ing the facts regarding the outbreak of cholera, 
were refused transmission by the Marseilles 
officials. A letter got threagh this morning giving 
full details. Upto Saturday noon there had been 
about fifty deaths. The first caseof the present 
outbreak was in the old Roman quarter, close to the 
Vieux Fort. The patient was attacked on the night 
of July 2 He bad been eating a quantity of fruit. 
He was taken to the Hospital of the Conception the 
next day and died ina few hours. It was hoped 
that it would be a sporadic case, but before Thurs- 
day two more patients wero taken to the hospital. 
Several deaths occurred outside. On Thursday 
five patients were taken to the Hospital of the Con- 
ception and four to the Hotel Dieu. There were 
also several deaths in a house back of the Bourse 
on the Rue d' Ausset. During the night there were 
MANY DEATHS THROUGHOUT THE TOWN, 
not all in the vile parts described a yearago. The 
Portuguese Consul was seized with the disease on 
Thursday night and died on Friday. On Saturday 
eighteen deaths were kuown befere neon. The 
local authorities, in their efferte at secrecy, had 
decided not to open the Pharo Hospital, but two 
special emergency wards were fitted ap in the Con- 
ception, The latter hospital is now crowded with 
mere than twenty patients, mostly seri- 
dus cases. It being dangerous to keep 
longer in the same hospital persons 
sick with other diseases, the Pharo will prob- 
atly be opened to-day or to-morrow. The cases 
are far more serious than those of last year; the 
heat has been prolonged and intolerable and the 
sanitary condition of the city-is worse than then. 
There is every reason to expect greater ravages.

To their great disappointment, he remained 
firm in the opinion that men representing an 
investment of $6,000,000 have no more right 
than Oklahoma boomers or er common 
people to trample on the laws and the public 
interest. The fact that others repré- 
senting hundreds of millions of dollars 
supported their petition failed to overawe him. 
He laid down the law for the big corporation's 
cattle:on a thousand hills just as he would have 
laid it down for the trespassing squatter’s little 
cow ranch. To their big figures annexed to 
dollar marks and showing their interest in the 
matter, be answered, Tou overlook the pub- 
lic interest, the danger from Indian outbreak.” 
To their claim that they had occupied the res- 
ervation with Government sanction, he said: 
“Every one of you knows that you went in 
there with distinct noticefrom Secretary TExI- 
LER that you must be prepared to leave at any 
time,” To their plea that they could not obey 
the order he answered: I want to see you try 
to obey this order. Ican say to you there 
will be no modification of it unless it 
might be in special cases, and then 
only after proof is shown of diligent 
use of every possible means and efforts to 
comply with it.” 

This is just what the Posr-Disraren told 
these gentlemen he would require of them when 
they were preparing to move on him with dele- 
gations and remonstrances from St. Louis and 
Kansas City, and when their organs were de- 
nouncing him and SHERIDAN without reason or 
stint. The Kansas City Journal tried to bull- 
doze him with such threats of resistance as this: 

We do not believe that any government orher 
than a despotism ever undertook such an infamous 
scheme of confiscation. It is the worst kind of dis- 
honesty, for the reason that it is being perpetrated 
ty a powerful government on private citizens. It is 
rank robbery on the part of Mr. Cleveland, and we 
have no hesitation in ealling it by the rizht name. 
Political rulers have been deposed for conduct not 
more obnoxious than that of Cleveland against the 
cattlemen. When a President turns the guns of the 
government on the industries of the nation it is 
time for the people to reflect. If cattlemen must 
submit to the destruction of their property, other 
interests are in like danger from the whims and 
ignorance of powerful officials.
